Time Only Adds to the Appalling — ; 


Record at Galveston; Clothing, 
Food and Medicines Now 
the Pressing Need. 


DEAD ROBBED AND MUTILATED — 


From a Poat- Diapateh Staff Correspondent. 


GALVESTON, (via Houston), Sept. 12.—Mayor Jones estimates the death 
list at 5000, 1 out of each 6 of Galveston’s population. 

Other conservative citizens, among them Banker Hutchinson, say there are 
10,000 dead—a third of the -city’s inhabitants. 

Fifteen men caught piliering the dead bodies were shot on the spot by sol- 
diers and police. 

The stench on the island from decaying bodies and vegetation is awful. 

Property loss in Galvesten is placed at $12,000,000. 

There were 1200 persons killed in towns along the coast. 

Galveston is now under martial law, with the Heuston Light Guards, Are 
tillery and Cavalry companies doing police duty. Only eight out of 60 men 

who were on the regular police force of the citv are living and fit for duty. 

The Galveston militia is so depleted that it is useless and can render no 

assistance. 


OVER 2000 BODIES 
HAVE BEEN BURIED. 


Mayor Jones has authorized the following statement to be sent to the orene 
of the country: , 

“The loss of life is even more appalling than at first reported. Fully 5000 
persons have either been drowned or killed. There have been 2300 bodies lo- 
cated and buried, and it is estimated that there are fully 2500 to recover. 

“While the citizens thought they had the city well policed, during the morn- 
ing the increasing crowds from the mainland brought many toughs along, and 
the result was that pilfering of the dead bodies was soon discovered. 

“In order to stop this, as much as anything else, all idlers were forced to go 
to work at the point of the bayonet, and these laborers assisted materially in de- 
stroying the wreckage by burning, and disposing of the bodies by burying them 
in long trenches dug in the sands. 

“Many of the bodies lodged in the wreckage of buildings were burned with 
the debris, as they were too badly decomposed to be moved.” 


LOADS OF DEAD 
CARTED TO THE SEA. 


There has been a constant stream of carts and drays conveying bodies to 
barges for burial at sea. The bodies are weighted with stone, taken out to the 
gulf and dropped into the water. Many of the names are unknown. 

While vehicles were moving to pier 21, others were arriving from the de- 


vastated district with their loads of dead, and the morgues were kept constantly” 


filled. Hundreds and hundreds of the dead are still undiscovered, and hundreds 
of bodies are still lying scattered throughout the district lying between Broadway 
and Beach. Add to this thought of the carcasses of horses, mules and domestic 
animals that perished in the storm, and some conception can be formed of the con- 
dition which confronts and imperils the lives of the survivors of the storm. 

A detail of 100 citizens and the military organization have been called out to 
preserve order and stop looting and desecration of the bodies of the unrecovered 
dead. Thousands are destitute and hungry, and while the streets are a mass 
of debris, no efforts can yet be made to remove it. 


ALL BRIDGES TO THE 
SHORE WASHED AWAY. 


The two railway and the wagon and foot bridges from the island to the 
mainland are wrecks. The draws and superstructures of the railway bridges are 
gone, and the $160,000 wagon bridge is virtually demolished. The British steam- 
ship Roma, berthed at pier 15, parted her hawsers during the height of the gale, 
and, driven into the gulf with the frightiul velocity of the wind, was carried 
through three railway bridges, the county bridge and driven hard aground at the 
foot of the latter on the mainland. 

Reports from down the tsland are horrifying. Whole families are drowned, 
and the survivors are destitute and in want. From nearly all towns on the coast 
or the mainland come reports to the saine effect. 

Bolivar Point suffered extensively. The-wharf and approaches are washed 
away. Houses were wrecked. railways torn up, and the people found refuge ia 
the lighthouse. Points east of Port Bolivar, near the coast, were destroyed, and 
many versons drowned. 

At Virginia Point, the mainland terminus 
bodies have already beer washed ashore. 


PEOPLE ARE HUNGRY; 
SUPPLIES ARRIVING. 


Today supplies began to arrive, but so meager are the facilities that the 
amount was really pitiable. Many people are hungry here now. They have had 
something to eat, but the food gives no nourishment. It is soaked with water, and 
provisions that have been treated to a “oe are not very palatable...

It was from Galveston and informed her 
that, with the exception of her brother, 
her entire family had been lost in the dis- 
aster that has brought death so close home 
to many people throughout this country. 

The dispatch was dated Gaiveston, Sept. 
10, which was Monday. It was from her 
brother, Willilam Dariey, and was nearly 
two days getting through, being a private 
dispatch. 

Mrs. Gates is'the wife of L. F. Gates of 
this city, an operator in the employ of 
the Western Union. She was a native of 
Galveston and, untli her marriage, a few 
years ago, had always lived in that city. 
Bhe has also lost many friends and rela- 
tives. She knew a great many of those 
who wore killed. 

Whea Mrs. Gates first read of the ter- 
rible sturm that had visited her old home 
she became greatly alarmed. She had a 
presentiment that something had happened 
to those near and dear to her. er hus- 
band, to allay her fears, endeavored to get 
& message of inguiry through. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. F ndrtes and Miss Belle 
Dariey were the names of those of Mrs. 

Her brother, 
William, was the only survivor. How he 
managed to escape Mrs. Gates does not 
know. He was a young attorney. 

The Darley residence was about a half- 
mile from the bay 

From what can be learned, when the 
storm burst upon the unsuspecting people 
of Galveston the Darleys were at home. 
No trace of the home was left and the 
bodies of the three members of the family 
who perished have not yet been rasowarel 
Mrs. Gates was completely prostrated by 
the sad news of the loss o aloat her en- 
tire family. Many friends called Wednes- 
day to offer their sympathy. 

Mrs. Gates stated to.the Post-Dispatch 
that the calamity that had befallen Galves- 
ton was horrible beyond the power of words 
to describe 

Mrs. Gates will leave Wednesday night 
for Galveston. While she does not expect 
to see the remains of her dear ones, she 
feels it will be some comfort to be with her 
brother and upon the scene where the dis- 
aster occurred.

EFFECTS OF THE STORM ON 
THE TEXAS MAINLAND 


BEAUMONT, Tex., Sept. 12.—Vast as are 
the stretches of coast country in this sec- 
tlon which were storm-swept, there has 
been but a single death reported posi- 
tively. 

This statement must not be construed to 
mean that there was no further loss of 
life, for there are still many people miss- 
ing, whole families who took refuge on 
the ridges of Sabine Pass when the wa- 
ter began to rise. They have not been 
heard from and, while { safety is al- 
most taken for ranted here, it cannot 
be stated as a positive fact until the count 
of heads is made. 

The one life lost was that of Jeff Guniff, 
. ~ eenieeee at Sabine, known to have been 
ost. 

In addition to the possible loss of life at 
Sabine there was a train on the Gulf & 
Interstate Railroad, which left Bolivar Sat- 
urday about noon and which is detained a 
mile or so on the other side of Rollover, 
which may have additional casualty news. 
On this train are supposed to be all the 
residents of Bolivar oint and interme- 
diate stations. 

From meager advices received here it 
is gathered that there was no loss of life 
alon this line either, but here again 
definite information is iacking 

Two relief trains are out on the Gulf & 
Interstate Railroad and the refugees are 
being transferred to High Island, which 
did not suffer from the storm, being 380 
feet above high tide. The trains are ex- 
ected here some time to-day, ‘and then 
or the first time the truth will be known 
in its entirety. 


The Whole Ceuntry 


Still Submerged. 

One thing can be stated with absolute 
certainty. From a point thirty miles from 
Beaumont on the Gulf ard Interstate to 


the terminus of the line at Bolivar Point, 
there is still a clear sweep of water to Gal- 
veston. The relief trains are now stand- 
ing in several feet of water and the whole 


country is submerged. Saturday night and - 


Sunday the breakers were rolling over the 
prairies and across the tracks and the 
chances are that not a building is left 
standing in Patton, Crenshaw or Port Boli- 
var. The loss of property is enormous. 
At Sabine Pass and along the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific, from Beaumont to 
this point, not much damage was done. 

At the pass several houses were floated 
off their blocks, but they kept right side 
up ‘and can be eee back at a slight ex- 
ense. Several houses were damaged at 

abine, but not to any extent. At Port 
Arthur and along the Kansas City South- 
ern road there was no damage. Further 
along there was no wash to contend with 
and while everything was four feet under 
water, trains were run as usual. 

A few thousand dollars will cover the 
loss to this —— 

The loss sustained by the Gulf and In- 
terstate is far heavier, as from High Is- 
land to Bolivar Point the roadbed and all 
rails are gone. This is a distance of 
forty miles. Telegraph poles and wires and 


ties were ficated far into the prairies and 
the road from Highland on will have to be 
built over again. he ships of the company 
at Port Bolivar are also gune. The eat- 
est loss will come in the matter of live- 
stoc Of the thousands of cattle and 
horses in pastures which were inundated, 
not one In ten are saved. One herd of c 
thousand head were swept out to sea. The 
cattle which were not drowned will die, 
for salt water is all over the ridge and 
their thirst will kill them. 

All in all,: taking into consideration the 
loss of the railroads and the residents with- 
in this section, a million dollars is a con- 
Sservative estimate. 


Ruin South 

of Hitchcock. 

HOUSTON, Tex., Sept. 12.—J. PD. Dillon, 
commercial agent of the Santa Fe, has re- 
turned from a trip over the line of his 
road from Hitchcok to Virginia Point. He 
made the trip from Hitchcock to Virginia 
Point on foot and he gives a graphic ac- 
count of his journey which was made 
under many difficulties. 

“Twelve miles of track and bridges 
are gone south of Hitchcock,” said he ‘I 
walked, waded and swam from Hitchcock 
to Virginia Point and nothing could be 
seen in all of that country but death and 
desolation. The prairies are covered with 
water and I do not think I exaggerate 
when I say that not less than orses 
and cattle are to be seen along the line 
of the tracks south of Hitchcock. The 
little towns along the railway are all swept 
away and the sight is the most terible 
that I have ever witnessed. hen I 
reacbed a point about two miles north of 
Virginia Point I saw some bodies floatin 
on the prairie and from that point unti 
a Point was reached, dead bodies 
could be seen from the railroad track, float- 
ing about the prairie. 


Nothing Left at 
Virginia Point. 

“At Virginia Point nothing !s left. About 
100 cars of loaded merchandise that reached 
Virginia Point on the International & Great 
Northern and the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, on the night of the storm, are scat- 
tered over the prairie and their contents 
will no doubt prove a total loss.” 

An appeal has been sent out by the Ma- 
sonic grand master to the Masonic lodges 
and members in Texas, urging them to re- 
mit or contribute to the assistance of the 
destitute. 

John and Fred Allen, who were supposed 
to have been lost with thé tug Richmond, 
are gafe. They were on Galveston Bay 
when the storm struck them. They found 
it impossible to hold their course toward 
Morgan's Point and were blown about at 
the mercy of the winds. They found them- 
selves yesterday morning, with their boat, 
two miles from the bay, on the prairie, in 
the vicinity of Texas City.

A writer in Black and 
white (August 25) gives this account of him 
and his picture: 

“People can not easily realize that a man 
may have two sides to his nature, and that 
a skill in devising amusement and enter- 
tainment does not necessarily exclude deep 
and sincere religious feeling. I must admit 
that | was myself rather surprised when 1 
found a certain very well-known premiere 
danseuse was in private life a devoted mem- 
ber of a close religious sect, and that she 
would attend no ether church than that ot 
her own denomination. But since then | 
have learned many things, and especially 
this, that one must not judge men by what 
they do upon the stage. 

“The way in which M. Rudinoff came by 
the idea which underlies his painting of the

It may be explained that he does not devote 
the whole twelve months of the year to di- 
verting the- public. Three quarters of his 
time is spent in his studio, and in that stu- 
dio at Bruges he seeks refuge from the noise 
and worry of the great towns. During last 
winter, while working away at some paint- 
ing, the memory of a strange experience 
came back to the artist, and he could think 
of nothing but the head of Christ. In his 
younger days M -‘Rudinoff had not been a 
Christian, but, owing to certain cfireum- 
stances, resolved to embrace the faith. He 
went to a convent in France to be prepared 
for the ceremony of baptism, and here un- 
der the influerice of the beautiful ritual and 
spiendor of Roman Catholic ceremony, he 
feit himself spellbound by thought of the 
Spiritual Being whose crucifixion signified 
£0 Infinite love. And so it was that the face 
of the Christ became for him a living face— 
a face which for a time was forgotten un- 
der other circumstances, but which came 
back to him in the stillness of his studio. 
No model could satisfy the demands that so 
spiritual and ethereal a conception made 
upon the artist. He had to paint what 
thought, and not what he saw 
came the medium: between the tinspiration 
and the canvas. And so, in a state of spir- 
itual ecstasy, was painted the picture that 
M Rudinof®considers the justification for 
his existence.’

BEDFORD. Ind. Sept. 12.—Drunken ne- 
|} groes are causing a reign of terror at 
Huron, 12 miles south of here, on the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, and Judge Martin 
of this city has been asked that the 
sheriff and a posse be sent to the town 
to quell a riot that fs on between a num- 
ber of negroes and a number of whites in 
the marshal’s posse. 

The negroes have been employed by rall- 
road contractors and received their wages 
Saturday, since when they have been 
spending the time in drinking and gam- 
bling. 

Many bloody fights have resulted and at 
least six murders have been committed 
among the negroes since their advent here. 

Yesterday a number of the blacks were 
jailed by Marshal Clory and are being 
guarded by a posse of white men. 

Friends of the prisoners have armed 
themselves and threaten to release the 
prisoners. 


NE INSURANCE POINT 


IS INVOLVED IN MBS. pone 
THOMAS’ SUI 


Whether a Missouri statute directing in- 
surance companies to apply three-fourths 
of the reserve funds from lapsed policies 
to the continuance of such policies applics 
only to those cases of lapses during the ex- 
tstence of the statute or to all policies is- 
sued while it was in force, is to be deter- 
mined by a suit filed by Mrs. Margaret 
Thomas, through her attorneys, Orville 
Smith and Joseph Block, against the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. of New York in the 
Circuit Court Wednesday. 

The policy upon which the litigation is 
based was held by Emile Thomas, former 
city marshal of St. Louis. He purchased it 
July 10, 1891, while the statute was in ef- 
fect, the amount being $1000. He allowed it 
to lapse in July, 1897. The statute was re- 
pealed in 1895. Thomas died last January. 

It is contended by the plaintiff that the 
Statute was a part of the policy contract, 
and that the contract was in force through- 
out the life of the policy. It is urged that 
the subsequent repeal of the statute did 
not affect the status of the contract. 

There was sufficient reserve fund in the 
hands of the company from the policy pay- 
ments, it is said, to continue the policy 
under the law beyond the date of the hold- 
er's death. The policy, therefore, the plain- 
tiff contends, was in effect at Thomas’ 
death under the statute, and she, the bene- 
ficiary. is entitled to its face value. 
| The contention of the company is that the 
statute in existence at the time of the 
lapsing must apply, and that the one in 
effect at the issuance of the policy has 
nothing to do with the case.

LONE HIGHWAY MAN 
ROBBED TRAIN

Flourishing Revolver. — 


FORCED TRAINMEN TO HELP. 


‘ROBBER POLITELY EXCEPTED 
LADIES FROM HIS DEMANDS. 


Secured $1000 in Money, a Lot of 
Valuables, and Left the Train 
Unmolested—Reward otf 
$1000 Offered. 


DENVER, Colo., Sept 12.—Westbound pas- 

senger train No. 3, on the Burlington rail- 
road which arrived in Denve at 7:10 o'clock 
this morning was held up five miles east of 
'Haigler, Neb., at 1:40 o'clock by a lone 
masked robber who secured about $400 In 
‘money, two diamond rings, one diamond 
‘stud, three gold watches and other articles 
of minor value, all the property of pas- 
sengers. No women passengers were mo- 
lested, 

The lone robber, flourishing a revolver, 
made his way through the car, and forced 
his victims to hand over their property, 
threatening to shoot if they did not comply. 

A good description of the road agent was 
secured, and Burlington officials at once 
offerel a reward of $1000 for his capture 
and conviction. 

The robber is about 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
weight 160 pounds, dressed in blue overalls, 
linen hat, and striped overjacket; about 
35 years vid, brown hajir. 

Officials all along the line have been no- 
tified. 


Forced Trainmen 

to Assist Him. 

The robber boarded the train at Benkle- 
man, 208 miles oldt of Denver, where a stop 
was made to cool off a hot box and take 
on water. After the train lert Benkelman, 
he made ‘his way from the rear car to the 
Chicago sleeper and there covered Porter 
Bell with a revolver and compelled him to 
start through the car, drawing back to cur- 
tains from berths. 

Vv. S. Tomlinson, the brakeman, Was cov- 
ered and compelled to go ahead and pull 
back the berth curtains also. The robber 
confined his operations to the men, and 
his orders were sharp and to the point. 

“Dig up your purse,”’ he commanded of 
B. W. Wilson of Sacramento, who was in 
the Chicago sleeper. Wilson “‘dug up’’ $20 
in gold and a diamond ring worth $175. He 
had other money and his watch, but the 
robber overlooked these.
